The Westin Resort in Palm 
Beach hosted an initiative 
from the office of Aruba’s 
Minister of Economic Af¬ 
fairs, Social Affairs and Cul¬ 
ture, Michelle Hooyboer- 
Winklaar on Saturday, No¬ 
vember 20, Universal Chil¬ 
dren’s Day. On this date in 
1959 the UN General Assem¬ 
bly approved the Declaration 
of the Rights of the Child and 
30 years later the Convention 
on the Rights of the Child. 

A number of local youth 
organizations participated in 
bringing about the first Na¬ 
tional Congress to Combat 
Child Abuse, including the 
Youth Parliament and foun¬ 
dations Respeta Mi, Youth 
Hotline and Bureau Soste- 
nemi (Support me.) They 
hosted booths distributing in¬ 
formation and made presen¬ 
tations during the afternoon 
program. 

Keynote speaker was Dr. 
James Garbarino, PhD, Senior 
Faculty Fellow of the Loyola 
University Department of 
Psychology in Chicago and a 
member of the Center for the 
Human Rights for Children. A 
presentation by Dr. Keith 
Carlo, Director of Social 
Service Curasao finished the 
afternoon’s presentations. 

The protection of children 
and their right to a carefree 
and safe childhood is the 
right of every youngster, con¬ 
tends Minister Hooyboer- 
Winklaar. Aruba has had 200 
reported cases of child abuse 
in the past year; as in other 
countries, it is likely the inci¬ 
dence is greater. 


The FDA was established in 
May of 2000 by Holland and 
Aruba with the purpose of 
managing and allocating 
funds deposited annually by 
the two countries for projects 
and programs agreed upon by 
both governments. A Multi¬ 
year program (MJP) expe¬ 
dited in 3 phases was laid out 
to advance and stimulate the 


the Aruba. 

255 programs, ranging in 
scope from simple work¬ 
shops and lectures for gov¬ 
ernment employees to 
construction of new waste 
water plants and higher level 
vocational schools have been 
funded by the FDA during its 
tenure.

Two of the board members, 
President Edwin Roos and 
Dutch member Peter Boorsma 
were joined by Aruba Invest¬ 
ment Bank Assistant Manag¬ 
ing Director Herry Koolman 
and Jesse Simon, Manager of 
FDA’s account at AIB to wel¬ 
come island parliamentarians 
and directors of social organi¬ 
zations which conducted FDA 
projects, for a 10th anniversary 


celebration of its 
accomplish¬ 
ments on Friday 
evening Novem¬ 
ber 19 at the 
Renaissance 
Convention 
Center. The 
third board 
member, Glenn 
Thode, who was 
Dean of Faw 
Faculty of Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba 
at the time of his 
appointment, is 
now the Ft. 
Governor of 
Bonaire, and 
was unable to 
attend. 

Addressing 
the gathering 
were Aruba’s 
Minister of Justice and Educa¬ 
tion, Arthur Dowers, and 
Edwin Roos. Minister Dowers 
expressed gratitude for the es¬ 
sential role the FDA has played 
improving the quality of life on 
Aruba in many arenas, partic¬ 
ularly education. Edwin Roos 
gave a brief history of the or¬ 
ganization and highlighted 
some of its accomplishments. 

In the establishing protocol, 


it was determined that over a 
period of 10 years, the Nether¬ 
lands would deposit a total of 
NFG 220 million, (Euro 99.8 
million for MJP 2000-2009 
and NFG 120 million (Euro 
33.1 million) for debt repay¬ 
ment. Aruba’s share of the 
fund was AWG 180 million for 
MJP 2000-2009 and AWG 3 
million for contribution to the 
RHH program. 

FDA programs entailed 3 
phases; the MJP- 2000-2005, 
2006-2009 and RHH from 
2005-2007 and 2009 through 
2012. The MJP program is di¬ 
rected towards: 

• Education: - to optimize 
the current level of education 
and the renewal of the system 

• Quality of Government: - 
to optimize the quality of 
Aruba’s government depart¬ 
ments through the introduction 
of procedures and actions 
which will ensure an increased 
transparency and accountabil¬ 
ity in the use of power and 
funds in dialogue with the po¬ 
pulation 

• Sustainable Economic De¬ 
velopment: - for programs pro¬ 
viding an improved quality of 
life, environmental conditions, 
healthier living and work con¬ 



ditions. 

• Health Sec¬ 
tor: - structural 
improvement of 
the primary, sec¬ 
ondary and terti¬ 
ary sickness 
prevention pro¬ 
grams within the 
health sector.

The achievements of the 
FDA can be seen in a state of 
the art middle level school of 
HORECA at EPI, (Hotel, 

Restaurant, Cafe) awarding an 
Associates Degree in Hospita¬ 
lity Management or Certified 
Chef. The same is true for the 
Health Care Services facility 
and an expansion of the Eco¬ 
nomics Sector. To date, 42 
educational projects have been 
completed at a cost of 41% of 
the funds allotted. 

Other noteworthy projects 
have been automation of the 
Police Department and mo¬ 
dernized security systems at 
Aruba’s ports, redirection of 
all waste water ending dump¬ 
ing at sea and new waste water 
treatment facilities. FDA 
funded a number of beach 
beautification projects, a new

NOT have any one collecting 
the yearly membership dues or 
any other money owed to the 
Chamber. What the Chamber is 
actually doing is contacting all 
its members - who still have 
not met their legal obligations 
for the year 2010 (and/or pre¬ 
vious years) - by telephone to 


advice them to do so before the 
end of the year. 

The Aruba Chamber of 
Commerce recommends 
everyone, when approached by 
a collector who says they are 
representing the Chamber, to 
ask the subject for his ID and 
notify the Chamber immedi¬ 
ately, for it is a delinquent act 
that has to be denounced to the 
judicial authorities.

Friday evening a special ses¬ 
sion was conducted for profes¬ 
sionals working with children 
with more than 140 attending. 
The minister expressed her sa¬ 
tisfaction in their sincere con¬ 
cern to attend to the rights of 
children and protecting them 
from abuse. 

Dr. Garbarino stated it is 
easy to say, “Child abuse is 
bad,” but defining and under¬ 
standing it is complicated and 
what constitutes abuse is evolv¬ 
ing continually. “When I was 5 
years old, if I was hurt in a car 
accident while sitting on a par¬ 
ent’s lap, it would have been 
considered an unfortunate acci¬ 
dent. Today, when we know 
that having a child in a proper 
car seat can prevent 90% of 
their traffic deaths, it is judged 
neglect, and parents can face 
fines, jail time, or both. It is our 
perception of child abuse, af¬ 
fected by changing times and 
culture, which defines it.” 

Dr. Garbarino admits that in 
present society there are a num¬ 
ber of households where one of

been revealing in the past. The 
public is more informed and 
diligent about reporting what 
may be abuse. It is hard to es¬ 
tablish, if children don’t dis¬ 
play the actual physical evi¬ 
dence. However, it helps that 
youngsters’ stories of incidents 
are not being as readily dis¬ 
counted as they were pre¬

the parents is not the biological 
parent, and this does change 
the dynamic, presenting the 
possibility for abuse, sexually, 
physically or psychologically. 

“The concern for abuse of chil¬ 
dren is not as great from an out¬ 
side source, such as registered 
sex criminals, as much as in the 
home,” confirms Dr. Gar¬ 
barino. “Detecting the abuse 
has become more difficult for 
teachers and those surrounding 
youngsters because social be¬ 
haviors which were considered 
bizarre in the past, usually a re¬ 
liable indicator, have now be¬ 
come commonplace. A radical 
change of appearance, such as 
getting tattoos and piercings, 
has become fashionable for 
many socio-economic levels. 

Aggressive behavior imitating 
what has been seen in violent 
films, television and other 
media is also regularly prac¬ 
ticed, which also would have 


viously.” 

Former generations pu¬ 
nished children physically 
without consequences. Now a 
security camera can catch a 
mother slapping a child and it 
will be broadcast on national 
news programs resulting in her 
being arrested as well as humil¬ 
iated. Such actions will be re¬ 


played on the Internet forever. 
Studies have shown that child 
abuse is decreasing; again, 
these are the reported cases. 
Changing practices are affect¬ 
ing the detecting of possible 
abuse so as to deter; previously, 
mothers spent 5 days in mater¬ 
nity wards where nurses could 
observe the parents and report 
behavior which could indicate 
an abusive household and alert 
social services. Now, mother 
and child go home after a day 
or two, so this source of 
preventing abuse has been 
compromised. 

Following Dr. Garbarino’s 
enlightening remarks, Jhon 
Freddy Montoya and his 
troupe performed an original 
theatrical production and fi¬ 
nished with a panel discussion. 
Facilitating the attendance of 
all family demographics on the 
island, the congress provided a 
playroom and caregivers for 
the children, and free bus serv¬ 
ice from San Nicolas to the 
Westin and return. “The pur¬ 
pose of this congress was to 
provide understanding and 
hopefully a start for lasting so¬ 
lutions to this important issue,” 
asserted Minister Hooyboer- 
Winklaar.

For animal lovers everywhere... 

Cas Animal saves strays; help Kiki continue her work

When Kirsten Arndt came to 
Aruba on vacation 14 years 
ago, she never imagined she 
would become the local “Fran¬ 
cis of Assisi,” dedicating her 
life to stray, sick and abused 
dogs and cats. Discovering the 
climate was extremely benefi¬ 
cial to a debilitating and incur¬ 
able skin condition, she left all 
she knew to make a life on 
Aruba, arriving with 9 cats in 
tow, already unable to “leave 
any animal behind.” 

In the house she rented she 
found two dogs abandoned by 
the owners as they went tra¬ 
veling extensively in Europe. 
They had been without food 
and care for a long time, and 


immediately became a part of 
Kiki’s household, to which two 
dogs found on the street were 
added. 

Moving to a larger house 
with more grounds, her 
menagerie grew, as she found it 
impossible to leave behind any 
dog or cat she found on the road 
starved, sick, injured, or all 
three. Before she knew it, her 
house was a haven for dozens 
of dogs; some she was fortunate 
enough to place in the homes of 
kind owners. “At least once a 
month I would find a box of 
puppies thrown in the bushes, 
and I couldn’t leave them.” 

Kiki now cares for 72 dogs 
in her home and has acquired a 


piece of land from the govern¬ 
ment to build a proper sanctu¬ 
ary; she started a foundation 
call Cas Animal, and runs an 
“Animal Ambulance” thanks to 
fundraising efforts by her par¬ 
ents back in Germany and the 
largess of Jolly Holding and 
Stem Motors, which support 
her efforts. She has 38 cats she 
cares for at a friend’s house. 

Kiki also has taken animals 
away from abusive owners, 
sometimes at threat to her 
physically “but having the po¬ 
lice come with me usually 
helps.” She is pictured here 
with two favorite mascots, Riu 
and Dorothy, who can be seen 
on the Christmas cards, calen¬ 
dars and other objects she cre¬ 
ates to raise funds. 

Riu was named because 
Kiki was on her way to a for¬ 
mal donation luncheon at the 
RIU Resort when she found 
him as a young puppy. She had 
stopped at a supermarket for a 
moment and a boy pointed out 
a dog unsuccessfully trying to 
drink dripping water from the 
air-conditioning. The puppy’s 
jaw had been broken, perhaps 
by a car or a kick, and was lit¬ 
erally hanging on his chest. Her 
luncheon forgotten, she ran 
with him to Contreras Ve¬ 
terinary Clinic, where they 
wired his jaw. “Riu is my 
poster boy, even though part pit 
bull, he is the sweetest, most 
calm natured dog, even during 
the painful process of wiring 
his jaw and 7 weeks until it was 
fully healed, he was loving and 
happy,” she recounts. “Two 
women witnessed Dorothy, just 
a puppy, being thrown out the 
window of a moving car into 
the cactus and rescued her. 
They already had two young, 
enormous Filo’s at home and it 
wasn’t working out, so they 
called me. From the moment I 
brought her home she and Riu 
have been inseparable; they do 
everything together and are so 
good I can take them every¬ 
where with me.” 


Kiki maintains a strict no¬ 
kill policy for all her animals. 
Contreras Clinic discounts her 
heavily but her monthly bill is 
still anywhere from 500 to 
2000 Aruban florins, especially 
when she finds a new dog to 
save. Her daily dog food bill is 
3,500 florins; $2,000. She ded¬ 
icates a great deal of her time 
to fundraising and seeking the 
assistance of dog food im¬ 
porters who will give her bro¬ 
ken bags or sell them cheaply. 
She dreams of bringing her 
story to the attention of Ellen 
DeGeneres, who owns a dog 
food company and has donated 
her product to such facilities in 
other countries. 

Aside from these expenses, 
she is working hard to raise the 
money to build a proper Cas 
Animal; she already sold two 
homes which provided her in¬ 
come to finance the project. 
Any donations to assist in this 
mission are appreciated. In¬ 
quiries regarding adopting one 
of her charges are welcome, 
and it is a simple matter to take 
a dog or cat back to the U.S.; it 
has been done frequently. 

Kiki’s determination to 
save Aruba’s strays and abused 
dogs consumes her life “But I 
cannot stop; I tried one time, I 
saw a dog in San Nicolas and 
left it. I could not sleep that en¬ 
tire night, he haunted me. The 


next day I could not look at 
myself in the mirror, so I went 
back and found the dog, and 
accepted that this would be my 
life from now on.” 

Kiki can be contacted by 
calling 742-8732 to make do¬ 
nations, adopt a dog or avail of 
her Animal Ambulance ser¬ 
vices, which will transport 
dogs to the vet if the owner is 
not able, or will come to col¬ 
lect an injured animal. Kiki re¬ 



quires 350,000 Aruban florins 
to build her dream facility, she 
is halfway there. She can also 
be contacted through the clinic 
at convet@setarnet.aw-atten- 
tion of Yessy, and mention “for 
Kiki”

The Link Up Education

Mall. The location was cho¬ 
sen because it has Aruba’s 
largest high-tech screen (50- 
feet) with a state-of-the-art 
digital projector. 

To get the children to pay 
attention and focus, the Link 
Up program was purposely 
conceptualized in a hyper- 
stimulating modern way, 
which included visual, audi¬ 
tory, musical, and verbal in¬ 
teraction. A multi-media 
show was designed by 
Thannee to capture and en¬ 
gage the school kids.

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Road spanning South 
America to open after 
delays 


PUERTO MALDONADO, 
Peru (AFP) - The long- 
awaited Inter-Oceanic High¬ 
way spanning South America 
is due to be completed next 
month, after several fitful 
years of construction and de¬ 
spite early opposition from 
environmental groups. 

The controversial thor¬ 
oughfare, linking up road net¬ 
works from the continent's 
Atlantic and Pacific Ocean 
coasts, will cross through the 
Peruvian town of Puerto Mal¬ 
donado, deep in the Peruvian 
Amazon. 

The 900-million-dollar 
highway, which involves ren¬ 
ovating some 2,600 kilome¬ 
ters (1,600 miles) of road 
from Peru's southwest coast 
to its border with the Brazil¬ 
ian state of Acre, was con¬ 
ceived decades ago. 

It has progressed in fits 
and starts because of funding 
problems. But now, at long 
last, it is poised to be un¬ 
veiled next month, although 
it remains as controversial 
today as when it was first 
proposed. 

Opposition was particu¬ 
larly strong among environ¬ 
mentalists, who worry that 
illegal logging, mining and 
other industries will be made 
easier once the highway is 
built, threatening fragile rain¬ 
forests. 

Almost 95 percent com¬ 
plete, the highway will link to 
existing roadways that serve 
Brazil's southeastern port of 
Santos and Peru's ports of 
San Juan de Marcona, 
Matarani and Ilo, on the other 
side of the Andes. 

The "Continental Bridge" 
spanning the Madre de Dios 
river in Puerto Maldonado is 
the last piece of unfinished 
business, but it is scheduled 
to be completed in Decem¬ 
ber, weather permitting. 

Over a half dozen years, 
some 1,000 kilometers (600 
miles) of road has been laid 
down and another 1,600 kilo¬ 
meters (1,000 miles) im¬ 
proved in Peru. 

In a parallel project further 
south, Brazil is building a 
road from Santos on the At¬ 
lantic coast to Chile's Pacific 
port of Iquique — a 5,800 
kilometer (3,600 mile) high¬ 
way that will cross through 
Bolivia. 

When the Inter-Oceanic 
highway is up and running, it 
will give travelers the ability 
to traverse a huge swath of 
the continent, from the Ama¬ 
zon to the Andes, and on 
from there to the Pacific. 


The road covers much of 
the same ground used by set¬ 
tlers who first conquered the 
wild Peruvian interior gener¬ 
ations ago and promises to 
usher in an era of develop¬ 
ment and prosperity for the 
region. 

The highway will provide 
"an injection of wealth in the 
south" said Peru's President 
Alan Garcia ahead of the un¬ 
veiling. He has also an¬ 
nounced a Peru-to-Brazil 
road race to take place in Jan¬ 
uary. 

Augusto de Castro, direc¬ 
tor of a Brazilian association 
for foreign commerce, said 
the roadway "makes possible 
the connection of a very iso¬ 
lated Amazon region of Peru 
to the rest of the world." 

He said it also will allow 
northern Brazil to export 
products to markets in China, 
Korea and Japan — particu¬ 
larly sought-after agricultural 
goods. 

Angel Trigoso, an official 
for a business association for 
the Madre de Dios region, 
said there has already been an 
increase in tourism in the re¬ 
gion, as well as a noticeable 
increase in demand for labor. 

But environmentalists fear 
large companies will now 
overrun the region, polluting 
Amazon jungle rivers and 
hastening the potentially dev¬ 
astating process of rainforest 
deforestation. 

In Brazil, where road in¬ 
frastructure is significantly 
more developed, "70 percent 
of Amazon deforestation is 
concentrated 50 miles on ei¬ 
ther side of the major paved 
roads," said Paulo Moutinho, 
a researcher with the Brazil¬ 
ian Institute for Amazon Cli¬ 
mate Research. 

If Peru doesn't actively 
work to avoid the same out¬ 
come, "it is destined to repeat 
it," he said. 

The situation for Peru is 
even more complicated be¬ 
cause of a legal and illegal 
gold mining industry in the 
country's southeast. 

The country is the world's 
fifth gold producer, and there 
are already some 30,000 in¬ 
dependent miners — a num¬ 
ber certain to grow once the 
road opens. 

Native communities are 
worried about a likely in¬ 
crease in illegal prospectors 
seeking to make their fortune. 

And indigenous rights ac¬ 
tivists say there is already ev¬ 
idence that the road is 
affecting traditional commu¬ 
nities. 



Lime Wire Not Complying with Injunction, 
RIAA Says 


The Recording Industry As¬ 
sociation of America this 
week accused Lime Wire of 
not complying with a court- 
ordered injunction to stop all 
operations, citing a pirated 
version of the site that 
popped up online. 

Lime Wire denied in¬ 
volvement with that site and 
said it was complying with 
the order. The RIAA, how¬ 
ever, asked the court to ap¬ 
point a "receiver," who will 
oversee Lime Wire's compli¬ 
ance with the injunction. 

Lime Wire has "demon¬ 
strated in no uncertain terms 
that they either will not or 
cannot do what the injunction 
commands," the RIAA wrote 
in a filing with a New York 
District Court. "A receiver 
appointed by and answerable 
to the court is the only way to 
ensure that the injunction will 



be respected and imple¬ 
mented." 

In late October, a court-or¬ 
dered injunction forced Lime 
Wire LLC to block its 
LimeWire service from the 
Gnutella P2P network. 
LimeWire had to "disable 'the 
searching, downloading, up¬ 
loading, file trading and/or 
file distribution functionality, 
and/or all functionality; of 
LimeWire's P2P file-sharing 
software," the company said 
at the time. 

The RIAA filing was 
heavily redacted, so all the 
details about Lime Wire's 
compliance with the injunc¬ 
tion were not immediately 


clear, but the RIAA did point 
to LimeWire Pirate Edition 
(LPE), a version of 
LimeWire reportedly posted 
online by a "secret dev team". 

"On Tuesday, Magistrate 
Judge ordered limited discov¬ 
ery on this [LimeWire Pirate 
Edition] issue," in order to 
find out the identity of the 
person - known as Meta Pi¬ 
rate - who put the pirated 
edition on the Web, the RIAA 
said. 

Lime Wire denied that it 
was involved with LPE. 

"LimeWire is complying 
with the court ordered in¬ 
junction," the company said 
in a statement. "We have in¬ 
formed the court we are not 
involved in the distribution 
of LimeWire Pirate Edition 
nor have we used the name 
Meta Pirate.

’Natural’ sex aid contains Viagra 
drug, US watchdog warns 


ADA (AFP) - Nestled amid 
green fields and stream-filled 
woodlands, a new hospital 
opened by the Chickasaw 
Nation blends sacred Native 
American healing traditions 
with cutting-edge medicine. 

It is one of a growing 
number of medical centers in 
the United States that recog¬ 
nize healing is about more 
than just drugs and IV drips. 

Instead, they take an ap¬ 
proach based on the belief 
that patients can recover 
more quickly when their cul¬ 
tural and spiritual beliefs are 
accommodated. 

’’Although we rely on con¬ 
ventional medicine, there are 
still folks who believe that 
healing is not just for your 
physical body... it’s for your 
spirit as well,” said Bill 
Anoatubby, governor of the 
Chickasaw nation that num¬ 
bers more than 49,000 citi¬ 
zens. 

Chickasaw traditions in¬ 
clude deep ties to nature and 
family, so the Chickasaw Na¬ 
tion Medical Center was de¬ 
signed to provide a peaceful 
environment with space for 
healing ceremonies and 
plenty of visitors. 

Large windows eliminate 
the need for artificial lighting 
on sunny days and provide 
patients with soothing views 
of the prairie sky and 230 
acres (93 hectares) of green 
fields and woodlands from 
their spacious rooms. 

”It cheers you up — you 
don’t feel trapped in this 


box,” said Larry Speck, lead 
architect on the project with 
Austin, Texas-based Page- 
SoutherlandPage. 

Trails of crushed granite 
lead from the back of the hos¬ 
pital to a seating area in a 
”dry-creek” motif that will be 
used for healing ceremonies. 

And since the 370,000- 
square-foot (34,370-square- 
meter) center — the largest 
Native American hospital in 
the United States — serves 
members of all federally rec¬ 
ognized tribes, it was also de¬ 
signed to accommodate other 
tribal practices. 

Plans are already under¬ 
way to build a smudge pit — 
a smoke pit for ceremonies - 
- and officials are eager to 
learn more about the needs of 
neighboring tribes who may 
use the center. In the state of 
Oklahoma alone, there are 
more than 40 tribes. 

Native Americans have 
struggled against a neglectful 
and at times oppressive fed¬ 
eral government since the 
founding of the republic, and 
to this day the nation’s 1.9 
million Native Americans in 
565 federally recognized 
tribes still suffer from dis¬ 
crimination and higher rates 
of poverty. 

— Chickasaw art makes 
them comfortable — 

The hospital replaces an 
outdated facility that was sur¬ 
rounded by fast-food restau¬ 
rants on a busy street in 
nearby Ada, Oklahoma, and 
brings more sophisticated 


medical equipment to the un¬ 
derserved Native American 
population. 

The 145 million-dollar 
center was paid for with rev¬ 
enues from casinos and other 
business ventures like choco¬ 
late factories, and the Bureau 
of Indian Affairs’ Indian 
Health Service pays for the 
staff. 

The center includes a 72- 
bed hospital, an emergency 
department, a diabetes care 
center, a women’s health cen¬ 
ter, a dental clinic, a diagnos¬ 
tic imaging center and tribal 
health programs. 

A centrally located ’’town 
center” bridges the patient 
care centers and administra¬ 
tive offices. 

’’The setting is very calm 
and peaceful,” said Dr. Judy 
Parker, the hospital’s admin¬ 
istrator. 

’’We’re having more pa¬ 
tients requesting that they 
stay another day,” she told 
AFP. ’’That didn’t happen be¬ 
fore.” 

The facility also houses 
the region’s only 256-slice 
CAT scan and the imaging 
department will also provide 
mammography, ultrasound, 
bone scan and MRI services.

New Harry Potter movie breaks box 
office records 



LOS ANGELES, California 
(AFP) - The new Harry Potter 
movie has broken box office 
records around the world, 
taking some 330 million dol¬ 
lars globally in one of the 
biggest weekends of all time, 
its makers and estimates said 
yesterday. 

"Harry Potter and the 
Deathly Hallows: Part One" 
made 125.1 million dollars in 
the United States and scored 
Britain's biggest ever opening 
weekend with 28 million dol¬ 
lars, said Warner Brothers, 
the studio behind the fran¬ 
chise. 

In Australia the movie 
made 15 million dollars while 
it earned 12 million in Russia 
— both the highest opening 
weekends of the Potter series, 
which will climax with the Part 
II of "Deathly Hallows" next 


year. 

"This is truly a motion pic¬ 
ture phenomenon, and it is just 


the beginning for the penul¬ 
timate release of the fran¬ 
chise," said Dan Fellman, 
head of US distribution. 

Veronika Kwan-Rubinek, 
head of international distri¬ 
bution, added: "We are 
thrilled by the enthusiastic 
response of international au¬ 
diences. 

"It's a testament to the ex¬ 
traordinary vision of J.K. 
Rowling; the talents of the 
filmmakers, cast and every¬ 
one involved in the produc¬ 
tion; and to the hard work of 
our distribution and market¬ 
ing teams around the world." 

Industry daily the Holly¬ 
wood Reporter hailed the lat¬ 
est Potter triumph. 

"The box-office wizard 
has outdone himself," it said, 
reporting the box office smash. 


E uro f i nance mi ni sters agree to 
bail out Ireland 


BRUSSELS, Belgium (AFP) - 
EU finance ministers looked 
"favourably" yesterday on a 
cry for bailout assistance from 
Ireland and said they were 
ready to use a massive fund set 
up in the spring to help Dublin, 
a diplomat told AFP. 

After Ireland's cabinet 
agreed to lodge a request for fi¬ 
nancial aid from euro partners, 
eurozone and European Union 
finance ministers agreed in 
principle during an evening 
conference call to use the 750- 
billion-euro warchest. 

The diplomat said non-eu¬ 
rozone members Britain and 
Sweden also agreed to con¬ 
tribute with direct bilateral aid, 


although no figures were im¬ 
mediately available from any 
of the participants in the talks, 
after Ireland's cabinet drew up 
its demands in a battle over 
loan guarantee conditions. 

Ministers from the G7 
group of rich nations, adding 
the United States, Japan and 
Canada to Britain, France, 
Germany and Italy, were also 
staging discussions on the 
bailout, deemed necessary to 
prevent chaos in Ireland's debt- 
burdened banking system from 
infecting the wider global fi¬ 
nancial system. 

Details of the bailout condi¬ 
tions have "still to be discussed 
by the European Commission, 


OECD chief says Israeli economic 
growth above average 


JERUSALEM, Israel (AFP) - 
Visiting OECD Secretary Gen¬ 
eral Angel Gurria said yester¬ 
day that Israeli economic 
growth was likely to continue 
to outpace the average in the 
club of developed nations in 
the near future. 

Speaking to Israel's army 
radio, Gurria said the latest 
data on growth in Gross Do¬ 
mestic Product (GDP) from 
the Organisation for Economic 
Cooperation and Development 


were "good news for Israel." 

"In 2012, we, the OECD 
countries, are going to be 
around the 3.0 to 3.5 percent 
level," he said. "Israel is going 
to be around or above the 4.0 
percent level, so it is going to 
be doing better than the aver¬ 
age of the OECD."

LONDON, England - Prince 
William and his fiancee Kate 
Middleton should be Britain’s 
next king and queen, not the 
heir to the throne Prince 
Charles and his wife Camilla, 
the Duchess of Cornwall, two 
polls showed on the weekend. 

An ICM poll, published in 
Britain's News of the World 
newspaper, showed that 64 
percent of people wanted 
William and his future bride as 
next in line to the throne, while 


a YouGov poll in the Sunday 
Times found the majority of 
Britons thought William would 
make a better king than his fa¬ 
ther Charles. 

Charles, 62, is currently 
next in line to the throne, now 
occupied by his mother Queen 
Elizabeth, 84. The British pub¬ 
lic has no say in who should be 
their next king or queen, a 
largely symbolic role in a 
country run as a parliamentary 
democracy.

Storied Hope Diamond gets 
a new necklace 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
famed Hope Diamond, the 
largest of its kind in the world, 
has been set on a modem neck¬ 
lace in honor of the 50th an¬ 
niversary of its arrival at 
Washington's Smithsonian mu¬ 
seum. 

The centuries-old 45.52 
carat gem, once part of the 
French crown jewels and ru¬ 
moured to be cursed, will be 
mounted on a new platinum 
and diamond necklace de¬ 
signed by French craftsmen. 

"We celebrate the 50th an¬ 
niversary of this gift," Cristian 
Samper, the director of the 
Museum of Natural History 
said, calling the diamond, 
which is the size of a pigeon 
egg, a "gift to the world." 

The diamond was donated 
to the museum over 50 years 
ago by the famed jeweler 
Harry Winston and has since 
become the second most-vi¬ 
sited work of art in the world, 
after the Mona Lisa. 

"The Smithsonian institu¬ 
tion doesn't put a price on it. 
It's priceless, it's irreplace¬ 
able," Samper says, adding 
that it has been insured for 250 
million dollars. 

After one year the diamond 
will be returned to its historic 
setting and the new necklace 
will be sold to benefit the mu¬ 
seum along with a diamond 
worth "at least a million dol¬ 
lars," according to Frederic de 
Narp, the CEO of Harry Win¬ 
ston jewelers, which made the 
new setting. 

"What can be done to dress 
up a stone of this size and this 
reputation? Not much," the set¬ 
ting's 81 -year-old designer 
Maurice Galli told AFP. 

"It had to be simple but 
powerful," said Galli, who has 
designed jewelry for Tiffany 
and Van Cleef & Arpels. 

The "Embracing Hope" set¬ 
ting was chosen in an online 
poll last year in which over 
100,000 votes were cast. 

The Smithsonian Channel 
yesterday premiered a new 
one-hour special on the stone's 
storied past, from its origins in 
India in the Middle Ages, 
when it was likely over 100 
carats, to its arrival at the mu¬ 
seum in a simple paper enve¬ 
lope in 1958. 

"Hollywood couldn’t make 
up a drama like the story of the 
Hope Diamond," David Royle, 
the executive vice president of 
the Smithsonian Channel, said. 

"It’s a fantastic mix of jaw- 
dropping beauty, mythic curse, 
untold wealth, larger-than-life 
characters and cutting-edge 
science." 

Among other strange quali¬ 
ties, the blue gem glows fiery 


red under ultraviolet light, fu¬ 
eling its reputation of being 
cursed. 

The diamond was bought 
by King Louis XIV of France 
in 1668 and disappeared dur¬ 
ing the French Revolution 
shortly before its most famous 
owners, King Louis XVI and 
Marie Antoinette, went to the 
guillotine. 

The diamond apparently 
changed hands a number of 
times, and at one point may 
have fallen into the hands of 
King George IV of England, 
who likely sold it to pay off his 
enormous debts, according to 
the Smithsonian Channel. 

It resurfaced again in 1839 
in the gem catalogue of Henry 
Philip Hope, earning its name, 
and was later displayed at the 
1951 London Exhibition. 

The diamond then made its 
way to America, where it was 
briefly owned by Pierre Cartier 
before being sold to a Wash¬ 
ington, DC socialite, Evalyn 
Walsh McLean. 

A darling of high society 
and a friend of US presidents, 
McLean would sport the dia¬ 
mond at social events and oc¬ 
casionally let her dog wear it, 
according to the Smithsonian 
Channel. 


She was also known to hide 
it somewhere on her estate dur¬ 
ing the lavish parties she threw 
and invite guests to "Find 
Hope." 

Winston purchased 

McLean's entire jewelry col¬ 
lection after her death and over 
the next nine years exhibited 
the Hope Diamond worldwide, 
before sending it to the Mu¬ 
seum of Natural History in a 
simple brown paper package. 



"Since the Hope's arrival at 
the Smithsonian, the curse ap¬ 
pears to have gone dormant," 
the Channel said. 

According to the Smithson¬ 
ian, the Hope diamond was 
formed more than a billion 
years ago, 90 miles below the 
Earth’s surface. It was brought 
to the surface by a volcanic 
emption and was discovered in 
the 17th century in a mine in 
Golconda, India

Martinez knocks out 
Williams to retain WBC 


ATLANTIC CITY, New Jer¬ 
sey (AFP) - Argentina's Ser¬ 
gio Martinez knocked out 
American Paul Williams with 
one explosive second-round 
punch to retain his World 
Boxing Council mid¬ 
dleweight world title. 

The left hook caught 
Williams on the jaw and sent 
the American toppling face- 
first to the canvas 1:10 of the 
second ound. 

As Martinez began to cel¬ 
ebrate, doctors entered the 
ring to tend to Williams, who 
was able to get to his feet 
after several minutes. 

Martinez, who improved 
to 46-2-2 with 25 knockouts, 
avenged a defeat to Williams 
last December, when the 
American won their action- 
packed encounter by a 12- 
round majority decision. 
Both fighters went down in 
the first round of that fight. 

Martinez rebounded from 
that defeat to capture his title 


last April with a unanimous 
12-round decision over an¬ 
other American, Kelly 
Pavlik. 

Williams, who had said he 
felt like Martinez "stole" a 
crown that should be his, fell 
to 39-2 with 27 knockouts. 

Martinez, stung by the de¬ 
cision in his first fight with 
Williams, had said coming in 
that he didn't intend to let the 
judges decide the rematch. 

"I didn't want the judges to 
rob me this time," he said. 

Added Martinez promoter 
Lou DiBella: "He said, 'I'm 
going to knock him out. The 
fight is not going to go seven 
rounds, I'm going to knock 
him out.'
